What is 
more significant about 
Russin’s unity - splitting 
technique — in the  wortd 
organisation is ita direction, 
its tone and ita failure, Tho 
focal point of Mr Vyxhin- 
aky's efforta hina been tho 
question of Communist 
China's recognition by the 
United Nations and her 
admission into the organisa- 
tion, Countless times he has 
injected this issue into 
United Nations deliberations 
on other questions, and 
while there may be more 
than a modicum of truth in 
the suggestion that Russhs 
has no real desire to aee 
Communist China in the UN, 
preferring to keep” thar 
regime isolated within the 
Communist world, the 
Chinese representation isauc 
provides an excellent Weapon 
for attempted — free-world- 
splitting. Mr Vyshinsky 
knows that Britnin = and 
France are not so adamant 
in thelr opposition to Com- 
muniat China's membership 
of UN as ix the United 
States; that only an interim 
Agreement — exists between 
the Big Three to oppose 
Feking; and that the atti- 
tude of the American Con: 
gress on the subject difera 
considerably to that of the 
House of Commons.

Wt had been planned to post- 
pone this mecting to make way 
for the Indo-China talks. 

The only delegate who has 
asked to speak at tomorrow's 
resumed debate is the leader of 
the Colombian delegation, Senor 
Eduardo Zuleta Angel.

TODAY’S TALKS WILL

Geneva, May 6. 
a French request for 


postponement of the Indo-China peace talks which 
had been due to open here tomorrow and agreed 
that tomorrow’s proceedings should be confined to 


diplomatic quarters here 


sources confirmed that tomorrow’s 
meeting should be on Korea. 

The French delegation to the Far East con- 
ference here indicated that France sought the 
postponement because the heads of the Cambodian 
and Laotian teams had not yet arrived. 

The “Big Three” Western delegations were 
hoping the postponed Indo-China talks could start 


But sources close to the three French-backed Indo- 
China Associated States said tonight the opening might 
be postponed until early next week. 


Associated States who have 
arrived tere for the Indo-China 
talks und was expected to dis- 
cuss with them the results of 
the consultationa held by .the 
Big Three Western Powers in 
the Iast two days on the policy 
they will pursue when the peace 
negotiations open, 

When the Indo-Chinn talks 
begin, it will be the first time i 
modern history that opposing 
sides in a major war have met 
to discuss a peace setilement 
white their armies are socked tn 
combat. 

But the Communists are 
almost certuln to propose an 
immediate ceasefire when the 
tulks start, according to sources 
close to their delegations here 

Thé talks will be attended In 
the first instance by Britain, 
France, Russia, the Uniled 
States, China, the three French- 
backed Associated Indo-China 
States of Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia, and the Viatminh 
regime, 


BROAD AGREEMEN? 

Mr Eden, the Britlsh Foreiga 
Secrotary, and Mr Molotov 
reached broad agreement on the 
talks at dinner In Mr Eden's 
villa here last night, It waa 
understood today. 

French and Sovict delegates 
met again today to settle final 
details for the mecting, the oM- 
clal aim of which Is to consider 
“the problem of restoring peacn 
in Indo-China.”

Nairobi, May 6. 

Troops and police in 
Kenya have “cracked the 
nut” in their big clean-up 
of Mau Mau terrorists and 
adherents in Nairobi but the 
operation will continue until 
completed, it was an- 


nounced today. 

Anh official spokesman told a 
press conference that since the’ 
clegn-up — “Operation Anvil”— 
started nearly: two weeks ago 
36,000 Kikuyu and 
other suspected Africans had 
been screened. About 24,000 
more had been detained for 
further investigation. 

Among the detained men are 
believed to be severa) wanted 
criminals including gunmen, 
oath administrators and other 
active officials of the Mau Mau 
movement. 

About 3,400 Kikuyu women 
and 6,000 children have also 
been sent. back to upcountry 
reserves from Nairobi's African 
locations long felt to be hotbeds 
of the Mau Mau_ organisation. 
Half the Kikuyu in the Nairobi 
location were found to possess 
false documents. 

Officers said they -had 
pleted the first stage of re- 
establishing law and order in 
Natrob! but other locations and 
Afrizan artes had yet to bs: 


processed. 
ROUND-UP TO GO ON 

“Many thousands” more 
Kikuyu and other suspects aru 
likely to be picked up in the 
next few weeks, they added. 
Jf 100,000 Africans originally 
estimated to be in Najirobi, 
70,000 were believed to be 
Kikuyu. 

It was also stated today that 
to maintain continuously the 
large forces which initlated tho 
operation is considered un- 
cconomic.

Ono 
of these raro plays was cxccuted 
by Dr Edward Frischauer at the 
National Tournament in Dallas 
last year. 


West opened the four of hearts, 
and Dr Frischaucr played the 
nine from dummy. East put up 
the king of hearts, and declarer 
won with the ace. 


Declarer, naturally, and pro- 
perly, went after the spade im- 
mediately. West's fuure to 
follow suit on the second round 
of spndes was a bitter disap- 
potntment, but the fact that West 
discarded the seven of diamonds 
wos very stimulating. 


There wasn't, of course, any 
problein at all about making slx 
no-trump. Any beginner could 
get to dummy In order to take 
i diamond finesse, since even the 
loss of the finesse would still 
leave the declarer with twelve 
tricks.

Dr Frischauer correctly rea- 
soned that West was sigualling 
diamond strength. Since West 
had Jed from a four-card sult 
and had showed up with a 
singleton spade, It was not 
unreasonable to assume that 
West had 4-4-4-1 distribution. 


Acting on these assumptions, 
Dr Frischauer proceeded to cash 
two more high spades. West 
cheerfully discarded a second 
diamond, but then was stuck. 


West couldn't afford to discard 
au club, since that would give 
dummy two club tricks. He 
couldn't afford to discard another 
diamond, since then South would 
malee the queen of dlamonds. 
After some thought, West dis- 
carded a heart, hoping that 
South had only three cards in 
the suit. 


This established a heart trick 
for Dr Frischauer, and he 
promptly cashed all of the hearts 
fo squeeze West once again, 
When declarer led his fourth 
heart, West had to choose be- 
twoen a club discard and a din~ 
mond discard. He decided to 
blank his king of diamonds, 
whereupon Dr Frischauer cashed 
the ace of diamonds to catch the 
king. The queen of diamonds 
then gavo declarer his thirteenth 
trick.

Take quinine, for many years 
the “cure” for molaria, and 
often hailed as tho only real 
cure In medicine. The Spani- 
ards, suffering from malartal 
fever, found the Peruvian 
Indians using the bark of the 
cinchona tree, and escaping tho 
fever. Thus quinine was used 
in the form of the cinchona 
bark, before chemists isolated 
the pure drug. During World 
War II, when the Allied Nations 
were cut off from quinine 
supplics, the malaria situation 
was controlied first by «calling 
quinine off the shelves of drug- 
gists everywhere and mobills- 
ing it for military use. It was 
restricted to the treatment of 
malaria only, despite its popu- 
larity os a cold remedy, for 
which it has ttle if any value. 
Now it 1s virtually superseded 
by synthetio—and = superior— 
products,

the chest. Scientists isolated 
from ma huang the drug 
ephedrine, useful in asthmatic

Orders booked in the 12 
months to March 81 were 
204 ships of 468,000 tons 
gross, against 182 ships of 
394,000 tons gross in the 
preceding 12-month period 
and 626 ships of 3,087,000 
tona gross in the year to 
March 81, 1952. 

The total order book at March 
31 this year was 829 vessels of 
6,166,000 tons gross, aguinst D76 
und 6,438,000 a year earlier and 
1,138 and 7,009,000 two ycurs 
earlier, 

Orders for the r to March 
31, 1954, were about cqual to 
one-third of the total of keels 
laid in the same, period. 

The Shipbullding Analysis of

French and other free nations in 
Ahe Indo-China discussions at 
that conference, 

What Mr Dulles appears to be 
secking is some form of ud hoc 
agreement or jotnt declaration 
which would make it clear to 
the Chinese during the Geneva 
conference that thelr efforts to 
dominate Southeast Asin are 
doomed to fablure. This, it is 
hoped, would increase the 
chances of the Communists 
agreeing to a reasonable settle- 
ment al Geneva, 


NOT CLEAR 

It is not clear whether this 
present United States position 
can be reconciled with that of 
the Britlsh Government who 
have categorically declared that 
they are not prepared to give 
any undertaking about British 
military action Jn Indo-China in, 
advance of the results at 
Geneva, 

It {s also not clear whether 
such a “declaration of intent” 
would be regarded by the Bri- 
tish as involving a military 
commitment, 

But the Britlsh arc under- 
stood to be agreeable to a jolnt 
declaration signed by Britain, 
France, the United States an 
Asian nations ‘nthe area of 
Southeast Asin promising the 
full ond active support of the 
signatories for any  sctticment 
reached at Geneva in the in- 
terests o€ Far Eustern peace and 
security. 

The stgnature by the British 
of such a declaration, In cffect 
guaranteeing o Geneva settle- 
ment In advance, would con- 
tribute to strengthening the 
efforts of the free world to 
maintain a united front at 
Geneva and thus obtain a rea- 
sonable scttiement.

Terrorists Escape

Singapore, May 7. 


A terrorist group responsible for the death of

By late Thursday 
night, security forces reported 
no trace of the terrorist group 
which ambushed and killed four 
police officers the day before,

the bandit attack, as RAF planes 
dropped rack after rack of 
bombs.

Two men under a death sentence for thé 
murder of a 60-year-old woman in the course of a 


robbery at 73 Nga Tsin 


Wai Road on November 


23 last year, appealed against their conviction 
before the Full Court comprising the Acting Chief 


Justice, Mr Justice T. J. 


Gould, and the Puisne 


ot Mr Justice J. R. Gregg, this morning. 

he appellants, Lung Yee-hing, alias Lung Tsai, 22, 
and Kam Yun-chuen, 28, were the only two of four 
accused who were convicted on April 1, of the murder of 
Tam Luk-sum. The remaining ‘two accused, a man and 
an amah employed in the house where the offence took 


place were found not guilty 


Mr W. K. Loo (instructed by 
Mr W. 1, Cheung), representing 
the appellant Lung, asked the 
Court to grant him the appeal 
in the interests of justice. 

The grounds he put forward 
were: thal the Trlal Judge was 
wrong in odmitting statements 
of the accused which were not 
free and voluntary; that the 
Judge falled to warn the Jury 
that as far os possible they 
should not use the evidence of 
the co-accused, Kam (second 
appellant) which he should 
have done according to the 
principle of law; that the Jury’s 
verdict was unreasonable or 
could not be supported having 
regard to the evidence. 

Mr Loo contended that there 
was no evidence of a concerted 
Plan to commit a felony involv- 
éng violence in the top floor 
where the woman was surdered; 
there was no evidence of the 
murder having been committed 
im the furtherance of a cobbery 
involving violence; even {f the 
July were satisfied that the 
accused did go to the top floor, 
Abere was no evidence he went 
there to commit a robbery In- 
volving violence; that even if 
the evidence of the accused, 
Kam, were occepted there was 
no evidence that the accused, 
Lung, went up to the. top floor, 
but on the contrary he was in 
the next reom on the second floor, 
and the murder could not have 
been committed within a space 
of five minutes according to 
Wong Yee's evidence during 
which ¢ime the robbery was 
talking Pee on the second floor. 

Mr referred to the evi- 
dence and to the trial Judge’s 
summing-up in enlarging on 
those grounds, 


JUDGE'S DISCRETION 

As to the first ground con- 
cerning the admission of the 
statements of the accused, Mr 
Justice Gould remarked that 
this admission was the discre— 
tion of tho trial Judge and as 
long as he directed himself by 
the correct principles, the Ap- 
peal Court would not interfere 
with that discretion, 

The grounds of appeal of the 
second appellant, Kam, ‘were 
put forward by his Counsel, 
Mr T. A. Shurlock (instructed 
by Mr M. T. Holmes).
